"The machine, which if the starting 
point of the industrial revolution, su¬ 
persedes the workman who handles 
the single tool by a roechantsm oper¬ 
ating with a number of simitar tools 
and set-in motion by a single motive 
power, whatever the form of that 
power may be .Along w'ith the tool 
the skill of the w’orkman in handling 
It passes over to the machine.

A Condensation of Barnard Shaw’s Article on British Rule in Egypt Showing the Kind of Thing 
the "Araencan” Roosevelt Stood for When He Draounced Egyptians for Desiring Independence

ot what happened ati Denshawai when 
a party of English officers w'eni 
pigeon-shooting there the year before 
last. The inhabitants complained and 
memorialized, but they obtained no 
redress; the la\y failed them in their 
hour of need. 


there was nothing to be done but tight 
their way out, as there is no use argu¬ 
ing u;th an irritated mob, especially 
if you do not know its language. Had 
the shc>oting party been in the charge 
of a capable non-commi>»ionrd officer 
he would perhaps have got it safely 
off. As it w.i*. the officers tried pro- 
pitiaticn. making :hc:r overtures :a 
pantomime. 

Were Put to Flight 

They gave up their guns; they of¬ 
fered watches and money to the 
crowd. Naturally, they were mobbed 
worse than before; and what they did 
not gi»'c to the crowd was taken from 
them, whether as paymeri for the 
pigeons, bh>od money, or simple plun¬ 
der. was not gone into. The officers 
then "agreed to run,” the .nrrangc- 
ment being that the Kngli>hnicn be¬ 
ing the juniors, should run away to 
camp and bring help lu the Irishmen.

Anoihrr Socialist victory is report¬ 
ed from Germany, where by-rlections 
to the reichstag within the last two 
years have been practically synony¬ 
mous with S(H:iali«fs elected. This 
time, in a district that has always 
been represented by a Conservative, 
the Socialist candidate polled nearly 
twice as many votes as all the other 
candidates combined. Thus the So- 
cialtsis’ majorities not only continue, 
but continue growing in size. The 
general election of 1906 left them with 
forty-three seats in the reichstag; they 
have now climbed to fifty one. This 
is --till a good ways from the eighty- j 
oiie seats which they held In Ihe pre-' 
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households, three other Deti'hawians 
were hanged with him.
